?8 him of the statement: "La ilaha illa-l-lah." This is in accordance with the Prophet's 
statement: "Instruct your deceased ones (terminally ill) to say "La ilaha illa-l-lah." [

Rulings on Bathing the Deceased 


It is important to choose^or the^rpose of bathing the deceased, someone that 

.is trusted, just and knowl ledgeable about the rulings of the funeral bath 

Priority is given to le persqn appointed or entrusted by the deceased (before his 
death), then the ilatives according to their closeness, on the condition that such a 
person knows ie rulings of the bath; otherwise a more knowledgeable person is 

.chosen for the task
